1985  Graduate  Seminar  Concludes

DOTY  RETURNS  FROM 
RESEARCH  IN  THE  UNITED 
KINGDOM 

Richard  Doty,  Curator  of  Modern 
C  oins  and  Paper  Money  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Society,  recently  spent  three 
months  pursuing  research  in  England  and 
W  ales  as  a  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  Fellow.  At  the  University  College 
Library  of  North  Wales,  Bangor, 
Gwynedd,  he  enjoyed  the  cooperation  of 
Tomos  Roberts,  Chief  Archivist,  in  an  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  few  surviving  traces  of 
the  shadowy  Parys  Mine  Company, 
manufacturers  of  the  earliest  eighteenth- 
century  British  commercial  tokens.  Doty’s 
activities  in  this  regard  also  took  him  to 
London,  Birmingham,  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne,  and  Hawarden,  Clwyd.  It  now  ap¬ 
pears  that  there  were  two  mints  producing 
Parys  Mine  pennies  and  halfpennies, 
rather  than  the  single  facility  postulated  by 
Charles  Pye  at  the  beginning  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century  and  subsequent  researchers. 
In  addition,  one  of  the  mints,  located  in 
the  present  Great  Charles  Street,  Birm¬ 
ingham,  seems  to  have  utilized  some  sort 
of  automated  machinery  -  at  least  two 
years  before  Matthew  Boulton  secured  a 
patent  for  his  steam-powered  coining  press. 

Doty  also  conducted  research  on  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  Birmingham  firm  of  Boulton 
&  Watt,  making  use  of  the  extensive 
manuscript  collection  of  the  Birmingham 
Reference  Library  through  the  courtesy  of 
John  Warner-Davies,  Chief  Archivist.  His 
investigations  there  centered  on  three 
topics:  the  firm’s  early  coining  efforts, 
1787-1791;  its  production  of  copper  plan- 
chets  for  the  United  States  Mint, 
1798-1837;  and  its  manufacture  of  dies  and 
machinery  for  Mexican  mints,  1825-1844. 
His  labors  in  the  latter  two  areas  proved 
especially  rewarding.  A  mass  of  cor¬ 
respondence,  shipping  information,  and 
production  data  will  make  it  possible  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  later  large  cent  series  with  as 
close,  detailed,  attention  as  the  early  series 
of  this  denomination  has  received.  On  a 
related  theme,  Doty  also  unearthed  an  un¬ 
published  series  of  letters  between  James 
Jarvis  and  Matthew  Boulton,  whom  Jar¬ 
vis  was  (unsuccessfully)  attempting  to  in¬ 
terest  in  the  production  of  the  ill-starred 
Fugio  cent. 

Information  on  Mexican  Coinage 

Doty  also  encountered  much  new  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  Mexican  coinage. 
Boulton  &  Watt  were  instrumental  in  the 
affairs  of  not  one  mint  there  but  four  - 
Mexico  City,  Zacatecas,  Culiaran,  and

For  over  twenty-nine  years  Rose 
Mangini  has  personified  the  dignity  that 
is  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  Now 
with  her  typical  clarity  of  purpose  and  at¬ 
tention  to  detail,  she  has  planned  her 
retirement  from  the  staff  as  of  September 
30,  1985. 

In  early  1955,  Sawyer  McA.  Mosser  was 
named  to  the  newly-created  position  of 
ANS  Executive  Director  and  a  year  later, 
in  April  1956,  Miss  Mangini  was  hired  as 
his  secretary.  It  was  a  time  of  building 
renovations,  of  staff  expansion,  of  increas¬ 
ed  publications  issued  (Mosser  was  also 
Editor),  and  it  was  the  onset  of  final  plan¬ 
ning  toward  celebration  of  the  Society’s 
Centennial  in  1958  -  in  short,  a  time  for 
a  young,  well-organized  person  to  pitch  in 
and  get  a  handle  on  things,  which  thankful¬ 
ly  she  did. 

Rose  Mangini  has  served  the  Society 
under  three  successive  Directors,  helping 
each  in  turn  to  appreciate  the  workings  of 
the  organization.  Over  the  years  she  has 
been  given  responsibility  for  several  office 
operations  which  continue  to  bear  her 
organizational  impress  although  the  day  to 
day  responsibilities  have  been  passed  on. 
Several  come  to  mind  -  Society  publica¬ 
tion  sales  and  exchanges  both  of  which 
grew  rapidly  in  the  1960s,  tracking  the 
ANS  Standing  Committees  both  before 
and  after  their  reorganization,  reconciling 
the  membership  lists  and  other  lists  and 
tables  that  were  introduced  into  the  Annual 
Report  when  it  replaced  the  Proceedings  in 
1962. 

But  perhaps  the  area  that  has  given  Miss 
Mangini  the  greatest  sense  of  accomplish¬ 
ment  is  her  handling  of  the  Society 
Graduate  Seminar  program.  The  workings 


of  this  program  are  for  the  most  part 
transparent  to  the  professional  staff  since 
few  are  involved  beyond  recognizing  that 
everything  flows  like  clockwork  Notices 
appear  in  the  proper  publications  and 
bulletin  boards;  department  heads  get  the 
necessary  information  to  encourage  their 
students;  tentative  inquirers  become 
qualified  applicants;  housing  problems  are 
dealt  with;  and  when  the  seminar  ends,  a 
good  friend  keeps  in  touch  with  an  ever- 
increasing  alumni  body. 

In  1983  the  Society  published  the 
Graduate  Seminar  Directory  of  Alumni , 
made  possible  only  because  Miss  Mangini 
has  kept  track  of  the  personal  and  career 
changes  of  the  seminar  alumni  going  back 
to  the  inception  of  the  program  in  1952. 
“Remember  me  to  Rose”  is  not  idle  con¬ 
versation  among  colleagues,  rather  a  ge¬ 
nuine  desire  to  keep  in  touch. 

It  is  easy  to  end  up  in  Rose  Mangini’s 
office  when  you  are  a  new  visitor  to  the 
Society  making  your  way  to  or  from  the 
library  rooms  -  her  door  is  always  open. 
A  gentleman  did  just  that  in  the  early  70s, 
stayed  to  chat,  became  impressed  with  the 
organization  being  described  to  him  and 
took  out  membership.  Eleven  years  later, 
Harry  Fowler  acceded  to  the  Presidency  of 
the  Society. 

KROLL  AT  INSTITUTE 

John  H.  Kroll,  Associate  Professor  of 
Classics  at  the  University  of  Texas,  Austin, 
and  a  member  of  the  Society’s  Council,  has 
been  invited  to  spend  the  1985/6  academic 
year  at  the  Institute  for  Advanced  Study, 
Princeton.  In  addition,  he  has  been  award¬ 
ed  an  ACLS  Fellowship,  one  of  67  award¬ 
ed  from  nearly  800  applications,  to  further 
his  publication  of  the  Greek  coins  from  the 
Agora  excavations  in  Athens.  His  intend¬ 
ed  volume  will  complement  the  two 
numismatic  reports  from  the  Agora 
already  published  -  Margaret  Thompson’s 
volume  covering  the  coinage  of  the  Roman 
through  Venetian  periods,  issued  in  1954, 
and  the  Islamic  coinage  volume  by  George 
C.  Miles  in  1962. 

Professor  Kroll  served  as  the 
numismatist  at  the  Athenian  Agora  ex¬ 
cavations  from  1970  to  1974,  having 
previously  served  in  that  capacity  at  Sar¬ 
dis,  1965  and  1967,  and  Corinth  in  1966 
He  is  currently  Secretary  of  the  Manag 
ing  Committee  of  the  American  School  of 
Classical  Studies  at  Athens. 

During  his  year  at  the  Institute,  Pro 
fcssor  Kroll  intends  to  spend  considerable 
time  at  the  ANS

“Akbar’s  India:  Art  from  the  Mughal  Ci¬ 
ty  of  Victory,”  including  2  gold  mohurs, 
2  silver  rupees  and  2  copper  coins  of  Akbar 
from  the  ANS  collection.  The  exhibit  will 
be  on  display  at  the  Asia  Society,  October 
10,  1985- January  5,  1986  and  then  travel 
to  the  Fogg  Art  Museum,  Cambridge, 
January  24-  March  16,  1986  and  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Houston,  April  19- 
June  15,  1986.  From  November  19,  1985 
through  February  16,  1986,  the  Frick  Col¬ 
lection  in  New  York  wall  have  an  exhibi¬ 
tion  titled  “Image  of  Pudicitia,”  to  which 
the  ANS  has  lent  1  denarius  of  Hadrian 
and  1  as  of  Faustina.  Finally,  a  denarius 
of  the  Republican  moneyer  Q.  Pomponius 
Musa  and  a  silver  stater  of  Thasos  can  be 
viewed  in  the  exhibit,  “Herakles,  the 
Celebration  of  the  Hero  in  Classical  Art,"

DAVID  SONDERMAN 
REMEMBERED

In 
addition  to  machinery,  finished  dies  were 
provided,  a  fact  not  previously  known,  and 
one  which  will  cause  a  serious  reassessment 
of  coining  in  nineteenth-century  Mexico. 

Richard  Doty’s  activities  also  included 
the  delivery  of  several  talks  on 
numismatics.
